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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Onoda 
(5,531,195) in view of Japanese Patent No. 57-74334 (JP '334). 

Onoda discloses a known piston ring with a nitrided layer 6 and a resin coating (e.g. 9) 
having a solid lubricant dispersed therein. However, Onoda does not disclose that the coating is a 
polyamideimide-silicon dioxide or polyimide-silicon dioxide hybrid material. JP *334 teaches an 
improved coating for sliding surfaces that offers improved wear resistance. The coating is a 
hybrid containing at least polyimide and silicon dioxide and having a soUd lubricant dispersed 
therein. Therefore, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the coating taught by JP '334 as the resin coating of Onoda to offer 
improved wear resistance and lubrication. 

Regarding claims 2, 4 and 5, neither Onoda nor JP '334 appear to disclose that the 
lubricant particle size is 0.1 to 20 micrometers, that the nitride layer is 3-120 micrometers, or that 
the lubricant is 5-80% of the coating. It is not considered inventive to discover the workable or 
optimum ranges by routine experimentation absent the showing of criticality for such ranges. 
See In re AUer, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955). Further it is known to use a lubricant with 
the claimed particle size and percentage in a resin coating as evidenced by Hannig (5,560,283). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to make the piston ring with the given ranges.
